CANADA TO GO ON GOLD 
STANDARD 


New York, June 
Press.)—The 
morning says: 

“Banking circles interested in 
Canadian business were pleased 
yesterday by the official announce- 
ment from Ottawa that Canada 
would revert to the gold standard 
on July 1, The Canadian dollar has 
maintained itself as gold parity for 
so long that no difficulty is expected 
from the actual transition. 

“Exports of gold) from Canada 
have been frequent in recent years, 
but they have been under special 
license. Canadian currency notes, 
whether issued by the Dominion or 
by the chartered banks, have not 
been redeemable in gold. At the 
outbreak of the world war the 
chartered banknotes were made 
legal tender by government order 
and this freed the banks from their

Gleichen, June 2.—An open ver- 
dict was returned at the inquest in 
Gleichen yesterday into the deaths 
of three Indians, Good Chaser and 
his wife, of the Piegan Indian Re- 
serve, Brocket, and Mrs. Spencer 
Owl Child, victims of tthe fatal 
“party” on the Blackfoot Reserve 
on May 238-24, 

“Mr. and Mrs. Good Chaser and 
Mrs. Spencer Owl Child came to 
their deaths through drinking wood 
alcohol, or methylated spirits, ob 
tained from sources unknown to the 
jury,” the verdict said. 

A. J. Troy, Arrowood merchant, 
charged with the murder of the In- 


dians, was present at the inquest 
under custody. 
Coroner Farquharson was” in 


charge of the inquest, the jury con 
sisting of W. H. James, TT. H. 
Beach, A, R, Yates, R. W. Harrison, 
H. W. Brown and F. A. McKay. 

Evidence at the inquest included 
testimony of the analysis of the vic- 
tims’ stomachs and testimony of the 
medico attending the surviving In- 
dian, 


Allan Phillips, Arrowood hard 
ware merchant, swore that on yari- 
ous occasions he had sold wood 


alcohol t6 A. J. Troy and that it 
Was common practice for them to 
exchange goods on which they were 
short. On May 22 he had sold Troy

He could 
not swear that it was the same 
bottle.

ALBERTA WILL CAST BALLOTS | 


UNDER NEW ACT 


Edmonton, May 29—All the elec- 
tion machinery is oiled up and ready 
to start, according to John D. Hunt, 
chief election officer, The trial at 
the polls this year will be the first 
time the new Alberta election 
has been applied in a province-wide 
way, having been previously in force 
for a number of by-elections only. 

Similarly it will be the first test 
of preferential voting in a general 
election, while in the Edmonton and 
Calgary ridings there will be trials 
of the fullfledged proportional repre- 
sentation system. With the excep- 
tion of these two ridings all the 
seats will be one member each. 

There will be 52 seats, with 60 
members to elect, the extra eight 
members being divided equally be- 
tween Edmonton and Calgary. Medi- 
cine Hat, which formerly had two 
members, will now be an urban rid- 
ing, confined to four townships, but 
including Redcliff town and a num- 
ber of surrounding hamlets. 

Separate Ridings 

The rural sections of the original 
Medicine Hat and Redeliff constitu- 
encies will now figure on the list as 
Cypress and Empress respectively, 

Eight of the ridings have already 
hominated candidates on the — gov- 
ernment U.PFLA. ticket. Premier 
Brownlee is down as Ponoka’s stand- 
ard-bearer again, and Hon. George 
Hoadley will run in Okotoks. Nom- 
inations will be made in the other 
constituencies between now and 
June 12 and meetings for that 
purpose are now being held, 

Labor to Run 12 Men 

It is expected that Labor will run 
twelve candidates. Edmonton has 
already nominated a slate of five 
and Edson and Rocky Mountain have 
also made their nominations. Cal- 
gary will name three Labor men, it 
is understood, and Lethbridge and 
Medicine Hat will have one each. 
There will probably be no U.F.A, 
candidates in ridings contested by 
Labor, but everywhere else, accord- 
ing to the present plan, the Farmers 
will have a ticket. 


The old line parties will also be: 


out in good force. 
Already the Conservatives have 
nominated 47 candidates and the 


Liberals have made their selectons 
to the number of 46. 

The coming election is expected to 
set a new record in economy. An 
appropriation of $130,000 was made 
for it at the winter session of the 
legislature, and this, it was believed, 
would cover all necessary expenses. 
If it does, the saving will amount to 
nearly one half on the cost of the 
last general election, for in 1921 the 
figures were $252,800, 


CORONACH IS WINNER OF 
DERBY 


Epsom Downs, England, June 2.— 
Lord Wolavington's Coronach, son 
of Hurry On, out of Wet Kiss, won 
the 148rd renewal of the Derby, blue 
ribbon classic of the British racing, 
here this afternoon. W. Singer's 
Lance Gaye was second and Lord 
Derby’s Colorado, the favorite, third. 

Coronach, a chestnut colt, canter- 
ed over the finishing line five lengths 
ahead in the field cf nineteen. He 
was quoted at oddy of 11 to 2 
against, Lance Gaye, which finished 
a short head in front of Colorado, 
was a 40 to 1 shot, while Colorado 
was quoted at 2 to | against. 

The race, over a distance of one 
and one-half miles and 29 yards, 
carried stakes valued at nearly 
$60,000. J. Childs had the leg up on 
the winner. 

Colorado started the hottest fav- 
orite the Derby has known for 
many years. He is reported to have 
carried nearly $10,000,000 of back- 
ers’ money as he had been generally 
picked by the experts a sure 
winner. 

Coronach was also heavily backed, 
but it was a great day for the 
book-makers who had been trembl- 
ing at the prospective catastrophe 
for them if Colorado came home 
first. 

The race was run in a pouring 
rain and the going was heavy, which 
may have had something to do with 
upsetting the forecast of the ex- 
perts.
